HERE As the King's moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, upon an humble Addreſs of the 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, was 
graciouſly pleaſed to iſſue a Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal of Great Britain, bearing Date the 
ſixteenth Day of September in the ſixth Year of his 
Reign, directed to divers Lords of his Majeſty's mot. 
honourable Privy Council, and certain other honour- 
able and learned Perſons therein named, appointing and 
authoriſing them, or any five or more of them, to 
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make a diligent and particular Survey and View of all 
Officers, Clerks and Miniſters of and within the High 
Court of Chancery (amongſt ſeveral other Courts therein” 
mentioned and deſcribed) and to examine and enquire 

by all lawful Ways and Means what Officers, Clerks 

ang--Miniſters did, and of Right ought to belong and 

appertain unto each of the ſaid Courts; and what Ser- 

vice, Charge and Attendance did belong unto every of 
the ſaid Officers, Clerks and Miniſters ; and what Fees, 

Rewards and Wages every of the ſaid Officers, Clerks 

and Miniſters, and their- Subſtitutes or Under-Clerks, 

might and ought lawfully to have and take for and in 
reſpect of their ſeveral Offices and Places; and what 

Fees, Rewards or Wages had ef late Time been un- 

juſtly incroached and impoſed upon his Majeſty's Sub- 

jects by any of the ſaid Officers, Clerks and Miniſters, 

or any of their Subſtitutes or Under-Clerks, in the Exe- 

cution of their ſeveral Offices or Places; and that the. 
ſaid Commiſſioners or any five or more of them, up- 

on due Examination of the Premiſſes, ſhould propoſe 

and reduce into .Writing under their Hands, by what 

juſt and honourable Ways and Means the ſaid Abuſes 

and every of them might be reformed, and likewiſe 

what Remedies might properly be applied thereto, and 

ſhould-on or before the twenty-fourth Day of December 

in the Year 1733 certify his Majeſty in his High Court 

of Chancery in Parchment under their Hands and Seals 

reſpectively, all and every their Proceedings by Force 

of the ſaid Commiſion, together with what they ſhould 
find touching or concerning the Premiſſes upon ſuch 

Survey or Inquiry as aforeſaid, and what Remedies they 

ſhould think fit to propoſe for the Reformation of any 

Abuſes therein. AND WHEREAS the ſeveral Pow- 

ers and Authorities by the ſaid Commiſſion granted were 

from Time to Time continued by Virtue of ſeveral other 

Commiſſions under the Great Seal, and in Obedience 

thereto, the Commiſſioners in the faid ſeveral Commiſ- 

hons named *procceied in the due Execution thereof, 
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and having compleated the Inquiry directed to be made 
as to the High Court of Chancery (except as to ſome 
Matters which they were of Opinion to poſtpone) the 
ſaid Commiſſioners did on the eighth Day of November 
in the Year of our Lord 1740 certify to his Majeſty in 
his ſaid Court of Chancery what they had found upon 
the Survey and Inquiry by the ſaid Commiſſions directed 
to be made touching or concerning the Officers, Clerks - 
and Miniſters of the ſaid Court, their Service and Fees, 
and what Remedies they thought fit to propoſe for the 
Reformation of any Abuſes therein, as by the Certificate 
of the ſaid Commiſſioners under their Hands and Seals 
duly filed in the Petty Bag of the ſaid Court of Chancery 


may appear. AND WHEREAS the Right Honour- 


able Philip Lord Hardwicke, Baron of Hardwicke in the 
County of Glouce/ter, Lord High Chancellor of Great 
Britain, having taken the ſaid Certificate into his Con- 
ſideration, and being deſirous that the Suitors of the 
ſaid Court ſhould enjoy the Benefit of ſundry good and 
wholſome Regulations and Proviſions in the ſaid Certi- 
ficate mentioned and propoſed, HAT H thought proper 
that the ſame ſhould by the Authority of the ſaid Court 
be eſtabliſhed and directed to be obſerved and perform- 
ed until ſome further or other Regulations or Provi- 
ſions ſhall be lawfully made touching the Premiſſes re- 
ſpectively, THEREFORE his Lordſhip, by the Au- 
thority of this honourable Court, and by and with the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of the Right Honourable William 
Forteſcue, Eſq; Maſter of the Rolls, DO TH hereby or- 
der and direct in Manner following (that is to ſay),
